3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, taken alone or In combination, fail to teach or fairly suggest, in conjunction 
with other limitations in the claims, a system for passively and remotely identifying 
objects including an optical imaging system having a scanning system that passively 
records light emanating from the signatures in respective, specific wavelength bands, 
and recognizes the signatures to discern what the objects are based on a database of 
information, wherein the wavelength bands are encoded to lie outside of threat bands of 
hostile detectors and hostile guided weapons.
